Ultimatum Sent to Spain This Morning, Demanding 


Answer by Saturday at Latest, 


THE SPANISH MINISTER DEMANDS HIS PASSPORTB 


Will Leave Washington Tonight, Leaving French and Austrian 


Ministers in Charge of Spanish Affairs. 
Spain Will 


Kefuse to Becognize " Insulting" Demands. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript,) 


Washington, April 20.—War with Spain 


has practically been deolared. The Cuban 
resolutions were signed by President Mc- 
Kinley this morning, together with the 
ultimatum to Spain. 
Both have been 


sent to Spain, with th* notice that her 
answer must ba made by Saturday at 
midnight. 


Spain's answer is already known. 


Nothing that is now even imagined can 
change her decision to fight rather than 
submit. Sagasta's attitude is as firm as 
that of this nation. 


So much of an actual declaration of war 


is it that the Spanish minister, Senor 
Polo de Barnabe, has asked for and re- 
ceived his passports. He will leave Wash- 
ington tonight. His request for these 
papers was made immediately on receiv- 
ing the ultimatum. 


Minister Woodford will not be recalled 


until Spain's final answer has been re- 
ceived, and unless he finds it necessary to 
leave Madrid for his own safety, that will 
be the act which marks the official be- 
ginning of the conflict; His house in 
Madrid is now guarded for fear of the 
mob. 


The text of the ultimatum will not be 


given out till tomorrow, as diplomatic 
precedent makes it necessary that the 
Spanish government receive it before it is 
given out here. 


It was said at the Whit* House, how- 


ever, that tue ultimatum consists largely 
of a diplomatic paraphrase of the joint 
resolutions of congress, concluding with 
the statement that this government awaits 
Spain's reply. 


It announces that if a satisfactory reply 


is not received by Saturday midnight the 
President will proceed to carry out the 
act of congress which is now a law. 


The President fixed his signature to the 


momentous documents at 11.24, and at 
11.30 the announcement was made that 
they had been lent to the Spanish gov- 
ernment. 
After this announcement, 


Assistant Secretary D*y said that the 
ultimatum had to b* transmitted this 
morning to Madrid, addrassed to United 
States Minister Woodford, who delivered 
it to the Spanish government. 


As soon as the final determination to 


send the paper had been reached, and it 
had been started oh its way to Madrid, 
Senor Polo de B*rnabe, Spanisn minister, 
in accordance with diplomatic courtesies, 
was furnished with a copy of the paper 
by the colored messenger of Assistant 
Secretary Cay. The minister, as soon as 
he received it, made a brief reply and re- 
quested his passport. 


Senor Polo's reply was as follows: 
MB. 
SECBETABT:—The 
resolution 


adopted by congress and approved today 
by the President is of such a nature thst 
my permanence in Washington becomes 
impossible, and obligt* me to request th* 
delivery ofay passports. Protection of 
Spanish interests Will be Intrusted to the 
French ambassador and Austrian-Hunga- 
rian ministers. On this occasion, very 
painful to me, I have th* honor to renew 
to youth* assurance of my highest con- 
sideration.

REACHING THE DECISION. 


Briefly, the plan determined upon Is to 


institute an immediate blockade of Cuba 
and Porto Rico, and to take possession 
of ports n*ar Havana and San Juan, 
which will b* held by marines and blue- 
Jackets until they art relieved by armle* 
transported from the United States. 


It will be the dutlts of these armies to 


assist the naval squadrons in the re- 
auction at Havana and San Juan. With 


atid Porto Eico supplies will be shippea 
to the island, and will be distributed 
by the commissary officers to such. Cu- 
bans as may be in need. 


Secretary Long has notified Captain

the north Atlantic squadron, and Com- 
tnodore W. 3. Schley, commander-in- 
cht«f of the flying squadron, of the de- 
cision •whldh haa been reached by the 
government, and fhese officers will have 
the vessels at their fleets 4ji readiness to 
move the moment the word IB given that 
Spain has declined to meet the demands 
of President McKinley. 


Under the plan determined upon Cap-

made with apparent credibility in official 
circles.

of four days ships will be on their way to 
Cuba with supplies which are to be dis- 
tributed by American officials. 
The 


result of, this maneuvre will Indicate 
Just how much resistance Spain will 
otfer to more determined steps. 
If 


she permits the distribution of food with- 
out armed opposition it .may be assumed 
that she will bs prepared to evacuate 
the island as soon as she is confronted 
with an unmistakable display of force, 
and the president believes that in the 
end she will relinquish her authority 
without making any determined fight. 
He may be deceived in his hope—and 
officers of the army and navy are in- 
clined to think that he overestimates 
the Spanisa capacity to surrender, it 
will be evident In a few days now what 
kind of a policy Spain proposes to pur- 
sue. 


Two cabinet meetings were held yes- 


tefday, the nrst beginning at 11 o'clock 
and lasting two hours and the second 
tasting front ft until 5:30. At their close 
announcement that executive action was 
delayed until today was made.

jessions were devoted principally to dis- 
cussion of the ultimatum to Madrid. At 
the morning session the president rather 
favored allowing the Madrid govern- 
ment two OF three days In which to re- 
ply to our demands, but since that time 
he haa changed his views somewhat, 
tod it is now believed to be his purpose 
to require an answer within a short time. 
the wason for limiting the time to one 
ftay or even less is said to be entirely 
strategic; otherwise two or even three 
nays would have been allowed. Tha 
ultimatum recites the main features of 
the resolution paused by congress, which 
arrived at the white house at 1.15 o'clock, 
L little over an hour having been con- 
sumed in the formalities of securing tha 
llgnature* of Speaker Reed and Vice 
president Hobart In open session and 
its delivery by Representative Hager of 
towa, chairman of the committee on 
enrolled bills, and Representative Over- 
Itrett of Indiana. It was expected that 
the resolution would be signed immedi- 
ately it reached the president, and this 
was Mr. McKinley'a Inclination, but for 
tertain reasons it was deemed advisable 
that the resolution and the ultimatum 
to Spain should be signed simultaneous- 
ly, and time was needed to draft tha 
ultimatum in diplomatic form. 
The 


fact that the resolution .was not Immedl. 
ately signed gave rise to disquieting 
reports, but It goon appeared from state- 
ments of cabinet officers that the presi- 
dent had not the slightest intention of 
withholding his signature, and that the

A member of the cabinet, In epeaklng 


about the ultimatum, laid: "In accord- 
ance with the term* of th* resolution, 
the president will demand that Spain

for this wHl b* flat-footed and absolute, 
and no tentative 4r half-way reply will 
satisfy Ot* president, nor will any com- 
promise that contemplates the with- 
drawal of Spain'* troop* from the island 
and the subsequent r*-«stab'Hshm«U of 
Spanish control or th* raising of the 
Spanish flay «v*r the country be ac- 
cepted by tb* administration. Possibly 
it may b* that a suggestion that the 
matter has been referred to the cortes 
may be instrumental In postponing tot*. 
brief time tke putting Into eCect of the 
cougrewlona* rwplutlon, but the pres- 
ident is disiMtfftsf no* to brook any fur- 
ther delay. It is only fair that in a great 
crisis like this Mswonabl* time shall be 
give*. If Spain refuses to evacuate 
Cuba prompt measure*- will be adopted 
to put int* force the congressional reso- 
lution.

Spaniards now control will not last then* 
more than a month Then steps tak«n 
with a view to increasing th« equipment 
of (iotnez's soldiers and furnishing them 
With sufficient hardtack for food will 
enable him to harrass the Spaniards 
from the rear, which will materially as- 
sist in bringing them to terms.

The authorltiTlve statement la made 


that on the first call for troops only the 
national guard will be given an op- 
portunity to volunteer for service in the 
war. 
This statement is in accordance 


with those made by Secretary Alger to 
the national guard men who called upon 
him at the war department on Saturday, 
when the modified Hull bill for the ex- 
pansion of the army in time of war was 
under consideration. The secretary 
thinks that such a course Is in keeping 
With sound discretion and the dictates 
of common-sense, for the cu'eaiiized mil- 
itia have gone to great expense and have i 
devoted much time to perfecting them- 
selves for military duty. 
Any other 


course, he believes, would be destructive 
to the best interests of the guard. As 
far as practicable the state organiza- 
tions entering the volunteer service will 
remain intact, the governors of the va- 
rious states bems permitted, as they 
were in 1S61, to designate the regimental 
officers, which will include those of the 
grades of second lieutenants to colonels. 
The president will reserve the right to 
appoint the staff and fleld officers. 


Many applications have been made to 


the war department for permission to 
volunteer, and among men of all creeds, 
nationalities and politics there is an ex- 
pressed intention and desire to uphold 
the honor and the integrity of the flag 
of the republic. The first call for troops 
will be for 80,000 men. which it is believed 
will exhaust the available strength of 
the national guard at this time, after 
deducting those who are sick and other- 
wise incapacitated for immediate ser- 
vice.

as reported to the war department is 
113,764 men. 


Secretary Alger has made additional 


allotments from the emergency fund 
for the war department. 
One million 


dollars were given for the 
quarter- 


master's department, chiefly to meet ex- 
traordinary expenses in the transporta- 
tion of troops and munitions of war; 
115,000 for work with balloons and fiO,- 
000 for perfecting the telegraphic ser- 
vice.

Country and In fleld service.

deal of indignation has been expres-u

They imagine 
smoking is tho only essential process in 
pipe coloring and that boiling should ba 
rssortsd to only when the meerschaum 
burns, becomes scratched or is of an in- 
ferior quality. Tbls is an almost universal 
mistake among those who are inexperi- 
enced in this smoker's diversion. 


"Tbo fact is that tho finest meerschaum 


ever Imported into this country could not 
be given a perfect color without being 
boiled in oil at just the right Stage in its 
development. 
Simply smoking it, no 


matter how great tbe caro exercised to 
prevent burning or how rich and Juicy tbe 
tobaoco, would never in tbe world secure 
the desired result. It is in knowing just 
when the pipe Is ripe for boiling that the 
smoker is able to display a triumph ot 
Judgment and skill which will uiako him 
envied by his less sucooessful competitors, 
for there is a keen spirit of rivalry in this 
matter, particularly among young men of 
the fashionable and student classes. 


"There are scores of veteran coISIBta 


who Invariably emoke their meerschaums 
altogether too long before having them 
balled. This is the universal tendency, 
and tbe number of men who have tbelr 
pipes boiled at exactly the proper stage 
may almost be counted on the fingers of 
two hands. Of course it is absolutely im- 
possible to make any hard and fast rules 
regulating the length of time that tbe 
pipe should be smoked before being sent 
to tbe kettle. Many things enter into that 
consideration, but chiefly tbe quality at 
tbe meerschaum. If tbe latter is very sort 
the pipe, in tbe hands of a steady smoker,

"The standard of shading at which most 


smokers aim is a very dark brown, almost 
black, for the base of tbe bowl and the bo- 
ginning ot tbe stem and a rich cherry for 
the upper portion of the bowl.

As the pipe is 
smoked after coming from tbe kettle the 
dark brown base and stem will gradually 
become charcoal black, while the cherry 
colored upper half of the bowl will acquire 
a yellowish tinge."

" Certainly," was tbe prompt reply. 


"The bath in my kettle is not plain oil by 
any means. It contains herbs and various 
other Ingredients which, to a degree sb 
least, regulate tbe color 'imparted to the 
meerschaum. Bnt of course it would not 
do <pr me to go into particulars regarding 
my formula for boiling. That is my trade 
secret which has cost me years of experi- 
menting. 


"Tho public in general has no idea of 


tbe pride which hundreds of men take in 
their handsomely colored meerschaums. 
Women in particular regard this penchant 
as the most foolish of all masculine weak- 
nesses, but in spite of this sentiment tbe 
smokers still continue to make pets of 
their pipes and treat them as tenderly as 
the women do their poodles. One gentle- 
man brought me an old blackened pipe of 
ordinary clay, with its stem broken oft 
short. He had a handsome amber mouth- 
piece attached to it by means ot a silver 
ferrule and paid tbo bill without a com- 
plaint. The plpo bad become a companion 
to him, and tfce price of tbe finest meer- 
•ahaum in the Shop would not have tempt- 
id him to part with it."— Chicago Post

Lakes" in St. Nicholas. Mr. Harwood 
says: 


Geologists point out the fact that this 


chain of ttJncbasnot always been as 
it now ia; that there waa a time when 
all tbe likes were blended intb one, 
having probably tbe Mississippi river 
for its outlet to the gnlf on the sontb. 
One geologist says: 


Every day sees something taken from 


the rooky barrier of Niagara, and geo- 
logically speaking at no very remote 
time our great lakes will bava shared 
the fate of those which ouoe existed in 
the great far west. Already they bave 
been reduced to less than one-half their 
former area, and the water level has 
been depressed 300 feet or more. Tbe 
process is pretty sure to go on until they 
are completely emptied. The cities that 
stand upon their banks will ere that 
time have grown colossal in size, then 
gray with age, then fall into deca- 
dence and their sites be long forgot- 
ten, bnt in tbe sediments that are now 
accumulating in these take basins will 
lie many a wreck and skeleton, tree 
trunk aud floated leaf. Near the city 
sites and old river months these sedi- 
ments will be full of relics that will il- 
lustrate and explain the mingled come- 
dy and tragedy of life. 


In a certain sense these lakes form 


one mighty river, draining a region of, 
over 635,000 square miles and finding' 
an outlet for their overflowing water 
through the swift St. Mary's river at 
the east end of Superior; tbrongb Hu- 
ron and the St. Glair river and Lake 
St. Clnir and tbe Detroit river; through 
Erie and Niagara and Ontario and the 
St. Lawrence, on to the vast ocean be- 
yond.

DECADENCE Of THE SENATE. 


THE TEANSCEIPT has no part in the un- 


necessary or carping criticism of the 
United States senate. The country is to 
be congratulated that a majority of that 
body had the good sense and the conserv- 
atism to bow to the wishes of the vast 
majority of the level-headed people of the 
United Slates and consent to drop its 
unwise insistance for the recognition of a 
Cuban government. For this action it 
deserves and receives credit. Bat there is 
no disguising the fact that the United 
States senate has suffered a decadence. 
Tbere was a time when the senate was 
regarded as a safe and conservative body. 
It can be so considered no longer. There 
has been abundant occasion to note, for 
some years past, that its seats have beeu 
occupied to an extent to control its action, 
by men who do not measure up to the 
d gnlty and poise of the traditions of that 
great legislative body. 


The action it would have taken on the 


Cuban matter, over-ruling; its own com- 
mittee on foreizn affairs, and administer- 
ing a direct blow in the face of the Presi- 
dent and his whole cabinet, by the pas- 
sage of the resolutions recognizing the in- 
dependence of Cuba, and also recognizing 
the republic of Cuba "aa the true and law- 
ful government of the island," again and 
most painfully emphasizes the want of 
statesmanship and tbe absence of eonver- 
vatism in the majority of that body. 


Massachusetts is to be congratulated 


tbat her magnificent senator, George F. 
Hoar, stands by the President and the 
cabinet and is in full accord with the 
commander-in-chief of our forces, if war 
must come. Junior Senator Lodge falls a 
little short, to the disappointment of his 
friends, in favoring on the critical vote 
the substitution of the leadership of 
Senator Turpie of Indiana for that of Mr. 
MeKinley who ia invested with power by 
seven million votes, Republican and loyal 
Democrat. 
Mr. Lodge's loyalty and 


patriotism are not to be questioned. The 
wisdom of his alligning himielf with the 
opponents of the President at such time 
as this is doubted. 


But that's neither here nor there, the 


people do not "point with pride" to their 
United States senate in these days. 


Saloon keepers will need to take one of 


their own "bracers" while waiting for the 
action of the Ijjoense commissioners this 
week.

In directing tbe colonies to regard cosj 


as contraband of war, in the event of 
hostilities with Spain, Great Britain has 
given prompt proof of her friendship for 
tbo United States. 


Speaking of impulsiveness and hot- 


headed recklessness it might be profitable 
to compare the attitude and acts of Spain 
on tLo war question to our own calm, 
dispassionate and solemn contemplation 
of it. 


Patriotism is well expressed when em- 


ployers promise to those of their men 
who enlist their present positions on re- 
turn. Many North Adams young men 
would have moro confidence to offer their 
services if this offer were made. 


It seems that rampant and superficial 


populism can win out against patriotism 
In the United States senate nearly every 
time tho race is started. On any less 
vital matter than concerted action in the 
Cuban crisis populism would doabtleii 
have prevailed to tbe Ignominious end. 


We are verily a united and patriotic 


people. Women are volunteering their 
services ia various parts of the country to 
go as nurses for tho soldiers in case of 
war. This, with tbe announcement from 
business men that they will continue tho 
saiaritsof the tmployes who go to flght 
for their country, recalls doings of a sim- 


ilar nature at iue outbreak of the civil 
war. 


Don't interfere with a fire engine when 


it's out oa business, even if you are a 
bicyclist. Tbe new state law provides for 
a fine of not more than |60 or imprison- 
ment (or not more than three months for 
wilfully retarding tbe apparatus. This 
will have more local significance when 
the chemical engine is secured. 


The proposed eight-hour ordinance in 


this city may be forestalled by a state law 
on the subject. The committee on labor 
has reported favorably a bill for an eight- 
hour day ia public labo<*, where a major- 
ity of voters in a city shall approve it. If 
this should become a law, it is to be hoped 
that it will carry provisions for its en- 
forcement. .

WHERE milXG IS NOT MUBDER. 


An Army Ofiiccr's Idea of Justice — Not 


•Considered a Crime to Steal From the 
Government — How the Captain of the 
Tlzoaya aiado a l"ow Hundred Dollars, 


WASHINGTON, April 20.— [Special.] — 


Spanish character and Spanish treatment 
and views of Cubans were well Illustrated 
in^u story told to senators and represent- 
atives hero a few days ago by Mr. Atkins, 
tbo big sugar planter of Boston. Mr. At- 
kins has in Cuba wlmt IB said to bo tliu 
largest sugar plantation in the island. 
During the war ho bns been able to grow 
his crops and to grind the cane and soil 
bis product in tho market because be was 
able and willing to pay for "protection," 
sometimes from the government and at 
other times from tho insurgents. 
While 


Spanish troops were guarding theestoto it 
happened tbat on* of the soldiers went into 
Mr. Atkins' gard»-i and helped himself to 
vegetables, greatly to tho disgust of tho 
gardener, who was a native Cuban. One 
day tho gardoner reinonitrated with the 
soldier for his pilfering, whereupon the 
Spanish man of arms told the gardenei to 
mind his own business or it weuld be the 
worse for him. Not daunted by this threat, 
the gardener threatened to report the pil- 
fering to Mr. Atkins, who would in turn 
call it to the attention of the captain of 
tho post, and the soldier would soon find 
Mraself in trouble. 


That evening the gardener had occasion 


to go into the sugar cane field on some 
errand, and he never came back. He was 
found with a bullet through his body. A 
little investigation disclosed that the pil- 
fering soldier had had his revenge. Mr. 
Atkins did not like to hovo such a coward* 
ly murder committed right at his door, 
and he insisted upon having punishment 
of the murderer. Ho sent for the captain 
of the company, but this officer after hear- 
ing the facts exclaimed: 


"Surely, Sir. Atkins, you do not expect 


me to punish a Spanish soldier for killing 
a Cuban. If I were to do that, there 
•would soon bo a rcvc!b among my men. 
They would not stand it." 


An Obliging Officer. 


"But this was murder, cowardly, treach- 


erous murder," said Mr. Atkins. "The 
Cuban gardener was inoffensive, honest 
and peaceable. I insist that you punish 
the soldier. If yon are not willing to do it 
yourself, I will write to General Pin and 
have you remove your post to some other 
place, as I do not want men about mo who 
are willing to vrink at such crimes com- 
mitted almost before ray face and eyea." 


Tba officer did not like the prospect of 


being sent away, as this was a soft billet, 
with nothing to do ttad plenty of good 
things to eat and drink. So he promised 
to'think the matter over, and after an 
hour or two he came back and said: 


"Mr. Atkins, you have always been 


kind to me, and I am a square man and 
want you to know It Is my intention to 
treat you right in every particular. I do 
not see how I can punish the soldier who 
shot the Cuban without stirring up trou- 
ble in my command, but I will toll you 
how we can fix it. 
Tomorrow morning a 


detachment from my company is to go out 
on a sally after some Cuban insurgents 
who ere prowling around here. The sol- 
dier in question is detailed for service with 
this party. He will start at daylight, and 
I can promise you that be will never come 
back." 


This Spanish officer was an educated 


gentleman, no thought be was doing the 
right thing. It was impossible for him to 
understand tbat tbamero killing of a Cu- 
ban could be murder. It was just as im- 
possible for him to understand that what 
Mr. Atkins wanted was justice, after a 
trial, public justice, not simply the death 
of the murderer. Being so constituted the 
officer sincerely thought be was proposing 
the easiest aocl speediest way; out of the 
difficulty. 
In order to please Mr. Atkina, 


be was willing not to try the culprit by 
court martial, but to send him forth on 
his duty as a eoldier and to shoot him in 
the back. The of&cer was unablo to see 
anything wrong in this, and be was much 
surprised and not a little disappointed at 
Mr. Atkins' rejection of bis proposition. 


Spain's Treatment of Cubans. 


Spanish character and Spanish treat- 


ment of Cubans are shown in this story and 
also in tho fact tbat when a detachment 
of Spanish soldiers come back from the 
field boasting tbat they have raided a Cu- 
ban hospital and killed the sick and 
wounded men lying in tho rude bunks and 
the nurses and doctors as well no Spaniard 
ever suspects that there is anything horri- 
ble about it. Such butchery is counted all 
right, and tbsre would be great purprlse if 
any one wero to suggest that it was cow- 
ardly and inhuman. 


As a matter gf fact, Spanish character 


la a totally different thing from Anglo- 
Saxon character. 
The Spaniards are hos- 


pitable, obliging, polite, friendly,, and in 
money matters and business are almost 
universally counted honest except when 
there is achance to steal.from the govern- 
ment. The history of Cuban government 
has beon a history of corruption, and it is 
doubtful if the Cubans themselves, who 
have received their education, from the 
Spanish, are capable of administering an 
honest government. In ordinary trade the 
Spaniards' word may be relied upon, bat 
at the very flrsfc opportunity they. wiUjsteal 
from their own government, and 'such a 
thing as respecting tho rights of a native 
Cuban never enters their minds. 


I have seen a private letter, written by 


a well-known nan in Havana, ttblch says 
that tbo oaptalB of tho Vltoere, which 
was recently tn Sew York harbor tot a few 
days, sold at Havana, shortly after his ar- 
rival thane, all the coal be had taken aboard 
at New York. In other words, ho saw an. 
opportunity to put a few hundred dollars 
in his pocket, and the temptation was 
greater than he could resist. Ho doubtless 
pocketed the proceeds of the coal, reported' 
tobii superiors tbat It hod all been burned i 
at sea and received orders to take on a 
Dew supply. 


It seems almost incredible that a cap 


tain in the royal Spanish -navy should do 
•uch a thing, rat it must bo renembered 
that Spanish character is strange and pe- 
culiar. Even moro braeen thefts from the 
government have been reported from Ha- 
vana, where cwry official, civil or rnlll- 
tsry, is looked upon as a fool if he does 
not line bis pockets with gold during the 
first two or three years of bis service.

WILL CANADIAN GUNNERS ENLIST IN 


THE UNITED STATES ARMYt 


There %vVr« Many foreign Beernlts In the 


Clril War Armle*, Jo*eph Pnlitzer Be. 
lug O»e~ArchbUhop Corrlffen's Silver 
Jubilee— Teddy BooMvelt's B*ii|natlon. 


NEW YOHK, April 90.— [Special. ]— Tho 


ttatement that a number of expert Cana- 
dian artillerymen have signified thoir in- 
Jjcntiou of lecurlng discharges from the 
Dominion service that they may enlist in 
the regular army of tho United States 
brings to mind the fact that in the civil 
struggle of the sixties the northern and 
southern armies both numbered among 
their recruits not a few foreigners who 
came to America solely to take part in a 
war. 


Joseph Pulitner, owner of the New ^ork 


World, was one of these, though it was 
not his intention when embarking for the 
new world to remain in the United States. 
He purposed going to Mexico, where he 
could bear a band in the Maximilian wars, 
but by the time the young Hungarian had 
set fuot on American soil the Mexican plan 
had loflt its attractiveness, and ho enlisted 
in tho Union array and served to the end. 
Ho served well, too, according to all re- 
ports, and was commended at least once 
for faithfulness and faring. It was while 
he was nerving in the Union army, an the 
generally accepted version has it, that he 
laid the foundation for the deplorable 
weakness of hla eyesight which has me da 
It impossible of late years for him to give 
that strict personal attention to hla news- 
paper which he would like to bestow upon 
it. 
Being almost wholly unacquainted 


v?lth the English language when be went 
to the front, ho devoted all the time he 
could find to study first of the language 
itself and afterward to the printed manual 
of arms. 


In times of inaction and when in camp 


this waa not a difficult thing to do, but 
when there wero forced marches which 
took up every minute of the daylight it 
was not so easy. Pulitzer had the habit 
even then, however, of persevering in 
what he had undertaken in spite of all 
obstacles, and tbere were few nights, no 
matter how tired and worn out, unless 
hostilities were actually in progress, tbat 
ho did not pore for hours by the light of 
the campfire or a flaring candle over the 
fine prini of his favorite textbook. 
Sleep 


would sometimes almost overcome him be- 
fore he had completed his "stent, " and 
then, the story goes, he would rub tobacco 
in his eyes to keep himself awake. It ia 
doubtful whether there ia on record such 
another Instance of study pursued under 
difficulties, and it is questionable whether 
even he would have gone to such lengths 
had it lit beon tbat soon after the begin- 
ning or 1 is service be barely escaped court 
martial ic/r not heeding an order which he 
failed utterly to comprehend. 


Archbishop Corrican. 


It now looks very much as if the ap- 


proaching silver jubilee of Archbishop 
Corrigan's episcopacy early in May might 
be celebrated to the accompaniment of the 
sound of big guns, a music that is of a 
deeper tone than that of the biggest pipe 
in the cathedral's big organ or the heavi- 
est bell in its new chimes. However tbat 
may be, it is certain tbat many out of the 
Roman Catholic church as well as every 
New Yorker within its fold will stop for 
a moment from the contemplation of war 
to take an interest in the proceedings, for 
the archbishop is held in exceeding high 
regard by thinking people of all classes 
and faiths. 


A characteristic of Archbishop Corrigan 


that has added much to this regard is his 
zeal In the prosecution of all good works, 
a zeal which, it is said, leads him to ex- 
pend the major part of bis personal income 
for the benefit of tbe poor and the needy 
and especially diocesan improvements. As 
his salary 4g not far from $80,000 a year, 
to which must be added frequent gifts and 
the returns from a very considerable pri- 
vate fortune, it will be seen that he is able 
to do a good deal In this direction. 


And therein is said to He a good deal of 


bis power to induce the millionaires in his 
diocese to give liberally at bis asking, for 
when bo goes to a wealthy member of tbe 
congregation soliciting a donation of, say, 
(1,000 for come object upon which the 
arch bishop heart has been set tbe subscrip- 
tion paper la sure to be headed by the, 
archbishop's name for at least as much as 
be asks and sometimes a good deal more. 
The archbishop, by the way, is an excel- 
lent man of business, wherein he greatly 
resemble* Bishop Potter, the head of tbe 
Protestant Episcopal church here, and 
both are understood to be capable of get- 
ting through an enormous arhountof "ex- 
ecutive work " In a very brief space of time. 
It is to the credit of both and the glory of 
religion tbat they are not only acquaint- 
ances, but very good friends. 


Archbishop Corrigan's silver jubilee aa 


a priest was celebrated in 1883. He is a 
native of New Jersey, where he began his 
work as priest, and it ia worth noting tbat 
before he was 80 he had established ISO 
Catbolio schools, attended by 80,000 pupils. 
He is 0110 of the younger American pre- 
lates, being yet one year under 60. He was 
a student in Rome when the civil war 
broke out, and he was granted the degree 
of doctor of divinity a year after his ordi- 
nation. 


Koosevelt, the Fighting 


Tbe New York friends of Theodore 


Roosevelt who know him well enough to 
call him "Teddy" to bis face are not a bit 
surprised at bis resigning tbe assistant 
secretary's place in tb« naval department, 
and they all believe he'll flght the Span- 
iards In the flild a* valiantly as be ever 
waged wordy battle in the boardroom of 
tbe New York police commission. 


For, unlike some others whose verbal 


fights have made them fattens, Ttaddy 
Bootovolt has alwata bee» M ready to go 
into a physical combat as any other. The 
fight which be enjoyed most took. place 
whan be was a Harvard student. He bad 
downed every man of any fighting blood in 
bis cjass but one. This exception was 
larger than Roosevelt In body and, like 
him, very anxious for a scrap. So, at they 
bad no occasion to qnnrrel, they arranged 
for a friendly rnadeb. While they wero 
waiting for the word the big chap's eager* 
ness overcame bis discretion In a most un- 
expected manner, (or j«t as they wen go- 
ing to shake hands be reached out and1 
boxeoPyoung Roosevelt's ears. Thto waa 
a foul, aid tbere were loud cries qf 
"Shame!" all round tbe ring. Teddy paid 
no attention to tbe matter, however. He 
just stood still, smiling and holding out 
his hand aa if nothing had happened. 


His opponent was made puzzled for a 


moment or two and made no move to 
grasp the hand. ' After a bit, however, be 
saw tho point and accepted the preliminary 
salute. 


Then Teddy wiped up tbe earth with 
him.

Goods at "Half Price." 


The mill agent, importer or mann« 


faoturer takes orders for a line of goods 
from jobbers and from large retailers 
for a full opening supply, bnt a great 
many of them are thus sold on a guar- 
antee—that is, the buyers can return 
what they do not eell—a pretty safe 
business for the buyer. When the goods 
ffiil to move at a stipulated price, the 
sellers are notified that a certain quan- 
tity will be returned. Then new nego- 
tiations begin. 


If they are in jobbers' hands and tha 


quantity is large, a drive may be ar- 
ranged for; if not large enough for this, 
a sale may be arranged to a larger re- 
tailer. Then comes bis announcement 
cf a large purchase from a well known 
manufacturer or importer, greatly be- 
low cost, and being content with a 
small profit they are to be sold below 
cost. Very often, therefore, these sales 
do not mean a loss to the retailer or to 
the importer, bat usually to the maker 
of the goods, whether domestic or for- 
eign. Of course, buyers from agents 
who make np the goods into garments 
or convert them into bleached, dyed or 
printed articles cannot well fall back 
upon the mills.—-Textile World.

Daniel E. Sickles, Ex-United

General Daniel E. Sickles, who was 


United States minister to Spain during 
the last Cuban war, has been reported 
since the 
present 
trouble began as 


speaking in disparagement of the Span- 
ish navy. To a press representative 
who asked him for a definite statement 
of his views the general said: 


"Any rating of the Spanish navy as it 


stood at the opening of this war or even 
up to a year or so ago is out of date to- 
day. I am not an expert in naval mat- 
ters and speak only from observation 
and experience among fighting men. 
The naval armament of Spain has im- 
proved even within the past year and 
taken as a whole is today quite the 
equal of our own in point of efficiency, 
ships and guns., 
Spain has been en- 


ergetically at work the past year in 
anticipation of combat, and her 'activi- 
ty has been successful to the extent of 
her means. 
All her resources have 


been devoted to that. She has not paid 
her army, but has spent the money on 
her navy. It is better 'Man it has been 
for years. Her torpedo fleet should not 
be dangerous in actual combat except 
at night or during a fog. Long range 
guns could 
neutralize torpedo boats 


with a fair chance to sight them. 


"As for battleships, we have three 


superior to any three Spain has and 
may soon have four. I-mean the In- 
diana, Iowa and Massaahusetts and the 
Oregon when ready. In ships of the 
becond class, of which the Vizcaya is 
one, I do not think our superiority is 
so marked. In torpedo boats and tor- 
pedo boat destroyers- Spain has the ad- 
vantage at present. 


"Frankly, then, making due allow- 


ance, the two navies are a close match 
so far as vessels go. But I look for a 
display of superiority in officers, in dis- 
cipline, in appointments and equip- 
ments on the part of our navy; hence 
we may have the advantage in close 
fighting. 
A modern'ship of war is an 


intricate and complicated engine, and 
for efficiency in action cool headed An- 
glo-Saxons are better than hot blooded, 
excitable Latins. England always shows 
superiority in this respect over warm 
blooded nations. Only Americans can 
fight England to advantage at sea. 
Americans have all the natural quali- 
ties of the English and are also good 
navigators. We should not underrate 
our foe. The Spaniards are brave and 
plucky, but hot blooded. In the confu- 
sion of battle they will not equal our 
seamen. • The machinery of a modern 
ehip is soon out of order in heated ac- 
tion. The turrets get fast, the wrong 
ammunition is brought forward, the 
steering apparatus gets disabled, and a 
high state of discipline, of coolness and 
self possession, is necessary to success. 
I have been informed from a European 
source that Spain has retained English 
and Scotch engineers to handle her 
chips of war. 


• '"If the two fleets come together, I look 
for the destruction of half of each of 
them. They'll fight sure, and it will not 
be at five miles or three miles or one 
mile, but they will come to close action. 
A few shots from the heavy guns will 
destroy a vessel. 


"Spain's one disadvantage on this side 


the .ocean will be lack of docks to go 
into for repairs and refitting. She has 
but the one in Havana at best, and if 
that is lost to her she can't refit with- 
out crossing the Atlantic. In the matter 
of construction some of the earlier ships 
of both navies will prove faulty. 
Men 


cannot fight in close, cramped quarters. 
This was shown during our war, espe* 
cially in the cases of the Confederate 
Ironclads Tennessee and Atlanta."

A comparison of the fleets of this 


country and of Spain is of paramount 


Importance to enable one to accurately 
forecast the result of a Spano-Ameri- 
can conflict. As the two navies are con- 
stituted at present, without taking into 
consideration the vessels that comprise 
the reserve of both countries and the 
vessels that are not on the fighting 
strength of our navy, but which patriot- 
ism would speedily place there, the fol- 
lowing is significant.

The United States navy further con- 


sists of the following battleships: 


Kentucky, Alabama, Kearsarge, Il- 


linois and Wisconsin, 13 single turret 
monitors, 11 unarmored steel vessels, 14 
gunboats, 9 torpedo boats, one of them, 
the Plunger, being submarine. Eleven 
more of the latter class will be ready 
for service soon. 


Spain has on hand, then, a fleet of 33 


vessels, including torpedo boats. These 
ships represent a displacement of 76,002 
tons, with 432 guns, torpedoes on every 
vessel of the fleet and an equipment 
that, pitting point against point, is su- 
perior to that of the United States. 


But in reality we have the'more for- 


midable navy, for on our side are all the 
elements that, in the opinion af experts, 
wifl constitute superiority in" naval bat- 
tle. It is not the number of ships o?> thf 
number of guns that "counts" so .much 
as the thickness of the armor and the 
caliber of the guns and, as of old, the 
fighting spirit of the men. In all these 
particulars America has a derided ad- 
vantage. Spain's actual fighting flrct 
consists of five thoroughly efficient, well 
equipped armored cruisers and oneable- 
bodied battleship. This powerful fleet 
hate a total of 44,000 tons displacement, 
with the caliber and number of guns as 
follows:

It will thus be seen that our tonnage 


is far greater. In unarmored cruisers 
we have a distinct advantage, and our 
ships generally are larger and more 
modern. 
Only in seagoing torpedo 


boats has Spain any marked superior- 
ity. 


But many Spanish vessels h,ave struc- 


tural weaknesses. The artillery of the 
Pelayo can pierce the strongest armors, 
but its capacity for coal does not allow 
it to take on enough for a trip of over 
3,000 miles. The cruisers Almirante 
Oquendo, Infanta Maria Teresa and 
Vizcaya are not entirely protected. The 
cruisers Alfonso XII and Reina Chris- 
tina are unprotected, while the Alfonso 
XIII is absolutely unprotected. Its hull 
can be perforated by guns of small cali- 
ber, and it is consequently useless 
against battleships in a naval contest. 
These vessels cannot steam over 4,000 
miles without recoaling. 


The cruisers Conde de Venadito, Mar- 


ques de la Ensenada, Isla de Luzon, 
Infanta Isabel, Don Juan de Austria 
and Don Antonio de Ulloa are wholly 
unprotected 'and make only from 13 to 
14 miles an hour. None of them would 
be of service in a naval battle. They 
would be useful only in minor capaci- 
ties, because they must keep away from 
the enemy's strong armored and mod- 
ern warships, and on account of their 
slowness they cannot be employed as 
cruisers between better ships of a navy 
or from a navy to a Spanish port. 


The torpedo boats are of 18 knots 


speed and have other good qualities, 
but they are available only when it is 
possible to surprise a battleship or 
cruiser. 
It is difficult to conjecture 


whether or not the Carlos V is of. any 
particular value. She was constructed 
by the shipbuilding firm of Vega Mur- 
guia of Cadiz, which built the gunboat 
Filipinas, now officially declared to be 
worthless. 


The torpedo gunboats Marques de !a 


Vitoria, Dona Maria de Molino and 
Don Alvaro de Bazan were built by 
the house of Gilotero ot Ferrol, which 


also constructed the gunboats Perla, 
Rub1' and Diamante, now declared to be 
deficient, 
and 
likewise the Galicia, 


Neuva Espana, the Molino and the Pin- 
zon, which, according to contract, were 
to show a speed of 20 knots, but have 
been unable to make more than 18. 


On April 6 Italy sold to Spain the ar- 


mored cruiser Giuseppe Garibaldi. She 
is a steel vessel of 6,840 tons and 13,000 
indicated horsepower. Her length is 328 
feet; beam, 59 feet 8 inches, with a 
draft of 24 feet. The cruiser has a belt 
of six inches of harveyized steel, six 
inches of the same metal over her gun 
positions, and her armored belt is 1% 
inches thick. 
The armament of the 


Garibaldi consists of two 10 inch gains, 
ten 6 inch quick firing guns, six 4.07 
inch,guns, ten 2.02 inch guns, ten 1.04 
inch guns and two maxim guns, in addi- 
tion to four torpedo tubes. Her speed 
Is estimated at 20 knots. She carries 
1,000 tons of coal and has a crew of 450 
men. 


The Pelayo Is the representative 


Spanish warship. The Indiana is our 
most formidable sea fighter. The former 
has a tonnage of 9,900 and the latter 
of 10,288. The number of guns re- 
spectively is 37 and 46. A struggle be- 
tween these two would settle the ques- 
tion of naval supremacy. These few 
facts are the condensation of a volume.

Naval Academy.- 


Annapolis, April 14.—Thera are 50 


candidates here now preparing for ad- 
mission to the Naval academy, but 
there is always a representative of this 
species present in the city of Queen 
Anne. As soon as the September exam- 
inations are ended new aspirants for 
the next year's examination make their 
appearance. There have been many in- 
stances where, failing upon their first 
attempt, they secure a reappointment 
from their congressman and reside here 
permanently, continuing their studies 
until the following May examination. 


This overflow that begins Bn small 


numbers gradually increases during the 
winter, and by spring as many as a 
hundred are in "the ancient city" to 
attend its capable and successful pre- 
paratory naval schools. Tha proprie- 
tary principals have such complete 
comprehension of what a candidate has 
to know and understand so well how .to 
drill it into him that "wooden" indeed 
is the youth who cannot be made to 
pass the first bridge of his naval career.

Wentz, one of these instructors, been 
that one-half the cadets who have en- 
tered the Naval academy in the last ten 
years were prepared by him. Professor 
Joseph B. Wilmer, another alumnus of 
the academy, is quite successful in his 
work, though his school has not the age 
of the former. 


The present number of candidates is 


not as large as last season's, because 
the fourth or new class of 1897, which 
numbered over a hundred, was the lar. 
gest that ever entered the academy. 
Uncle Sam has taken unusually good 
care of them, perhaps because the class 
was exceptionally bright and there was 
an exceedingly small percentage of 
them that stranded on their midwinter 
or semiannual examination. 
Vacancies 


in 1898 are therefore few and valuable, 
and the present candidates seem to ap- 
preciate highly the opportunity to en- 
ter the navy at such an auspicious pe- 
riod. There is an appointment for ev- 
ery United States representative (of 
whom there are 347), and the president 
is allowed to appoint annually ten "at 
large," so that 357 is the full comple- 
ment of naval cadets in the four classes 
in the academy and the two graduated 
classes doing sea service. 


The candidates, who come naturally 


from every part of the Union, are a 
homogeneous set. Their discipline be- 
gins 'as soon as they arrive and meet 
the boy from Arkansas, the youth from 
Oregon or tha fellow aspirant from 
Maine. 


Years ago they seemed to Imagine 


that Annapolis was a rural town and 
were occasionally rude and boisterous, 
and the're are traditions of fights and 
unseemly quarrels between them and 
the resentful young men of the city. 
But they are now placed in the imme- 
diate charge of some leading educator, 
and order and good conduct are require- 
ments demanded of them, the penalty 
for violation of which is instant dis- 
missal from the classes. 


The academic course is sir years, 


four of which are passed in Annapolis 
and succeeded by a two years' cruise at 
sea. It is at the end of the last that 
comes what is known as the "final 
graduation," and the naval cadets, who 
for these two years on shipboard hava 
been technically termed "passed mid- 
shipmen," are then promoted to the 
rank of ensign and receive their first 
commission as officers in the United 
States navy. The United States gov- 
ernment, however, reserves the right to 
"drop" them from the list if it so de- 
sires at the end of this six years' pro- 
bation, granting the midshipmen an 
honorable discharge and an extra year's 
pay as an honorarium. 


The examinations for admission to 


the Naval academy this year begin on 
May 14. Those who may not be nomi- 
nated in time or from some other causa 
are unable to present themselves at 
that date may be examined on Sept. 1. 


Despite the critical times and the 


state of feverish excitement at the 
Naval Academy, the officers there have 
organized a baseball nine. Several ot 
them had an excellent record as players 
years ago, when they were midship- 
men here (for the term naval cadets 
•was only authorized a few seasons 
since), and have faith in their prowess 
on the diamond.

bank, which, it is alleged, was victim- 
ized to the extent of $18,595. The Mer- 
cantile National, the Chemical and the 
American National also lost about $20,- 
000 each through White's operations, tl 
Is alleged, besides seven In Boston and 
two in Philadelphia. In all, 13 banks are 
interested, and the total loss ia said to be 
$302,000. 


One method by which White operated 


•was to go to a bank where he had a 
small account, representing that th« 
season for buying tanhark was at hand 
and that he would require the usual ac- 
commodation.
